these  laws,  and 

WHEREAS:  With  the  loss  of  these  tools  all  of  small 

business,  much  of  the  large  business,  and  all  of  the 
agricultural  sector,  have  lost  the  incentives  to  make  new 
investments  and  help  keep  our  economy  strong  thru  the  constant 
purchase  of  new  equipment,  and  the  sales  of  property  that 

are  eligible  for  capital  gains,  and 

WHEREAS:  income  averaging  and  the  accelerated 

depreciation  schedule  in  the  previous  law  were  incentives  to 
agriculture  and  all  of  business,  to  expand,  and  help  the 

economy, 

NCW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Bent-Provers 
Cattle  and  Horse  Growers  Association  go  on  record  as 
supporting  the  reinstatement  of  Capital  Gains,  Investment 
Credit,  Income  Averaging,  and  Depreciation  as  they  were 
previously  in  the  I.R#S#  code# 


RESOLUTION  # 2 

WHEREAS:  the  citizens  of  England  were  over  taxed  and 
double  taxed  and  many  dissatisfied  people  journeyed  to 
the  New  World  and  formed  the  thirteen  Colonies,  but  were 
still  overtaxed,  and  this  was  one  of  the  main  reasons  for 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and 

WHEREAS:  the  United  States  Congress,  when  It  enacted 
the  first  income  tax  law  in  1913  recognized  that  all  taxes 
paid  to  State  and  Local  Governments  must  be  deductible  from 
the  Federal  Income  Tax,  or  it  would  be  double  taxation,  the 
very  thing  our  forefathers  fought  and  died,  to  prevent 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and

code,  overlooked  this  very  important  part  of  our  American 
Heritage,  and  now  there  is  double  taxation,  because  state 
income  taxes  and  local  sales  taxes  are  on  longer  a deduction 
THEREFOR  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and 
Horse  Growers  Association  go  on  record  as  supporting  the 
reinstatement  of  a deduction  for  all  state  and  local  taxes 
to  correct  the  gross  injustice  done  to  the  American  people 
thru  double  taxation.

This  money  will  be  used 
exclusively  for  the  control  of  prairie  dogs,  gophers,  and 
other  rodents  throughout  the  State  of  Colorado. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle 
and  Horse  Growers  and  the  Colorado  Cattlemen’s  Association 
work  to  pass  a bill  with  this  end  result.
